Robert Robinson, program 


coordinator and a KERS ethnic 
Studies coordinator, promises a 
relative experience for the black 
community as well as the general 
Sacramento area with accents on 
education as well as 
entertainment. 

Robinson is backed by the 
largest black staff in the history 
of the campus station, with four 
station regulars and sixteen 
newcomers to the 
communications studies 
department. 

Highlights for the marathon, 
other than music, will center 
around the feature program 
‘“‘Black Forum”. The forum, 
designed to increase community 
awareness, will feature programs 
such as: Pan Africanism, a panel 
discussion with some of the 
heads of CSUS’s Pan African 
Student Union; A Look at the 
Prisons, interviews with prison 
Officials and other related 
people; The Dilemma of the 
Black Athlete at CSUS, 
interviews with CSUS black 
athletes; and finally a children’s 


hour. The Black Forum will be 
aired daily throughout the 
weekdays. 

Music coordinators Carver 
Barney and Wade Lattin have 
been hard at work lining up 
some of the finest rhythms & 
blues and the best jazz ever to be 
put on wax by black artists. 
Feature music programs to be 
aired will include a John 
Coltrane special put on by Luan 
Blueford, and Lee Cooper's 
salute to Aretha Franklin. There 
will also be live music with local 
talent supplying the 
entertainment. 

The Dee Jays will endeavor a 
marathon first when they aire 
the in-progress performance of 
“The Sty Of The Blind Pig”. The 
Sty, currently running at CSUS’s 
playwrights theater, was written 
by Phillip Dean, is being directed 
by Professor Michael Gates, and 
features compelling 
performances by black actors 
Bebe Drake Hooks, Robert 
Shaw, Nadyne Spratt, and 
Randy Martin. The play is a 
production of CSUS’s black 
acting troupe, Sons/Ancestors 
Players.

Every fall thousands of men and women 
enroll in graduate and professional schools 
throughout the United States. Most of 
these new graduate students are whites who 
traditionally have had greater access to 
information about graduate and 
professional programs than minority 
students have had. In fact, until recently, 
most places in graduate schools had gone 
almost exclusively to white students with 
only a few “exceptional” minority students 
granted admission. 

You are probably aware that a new trend 
in graduate and professional education is 
emerging in this country. Suddenly 
graduate and professional schools have 
begun to take positive attitudes toward 
minority students. For various reasons -- 
real commitment to the higher education 
of minorities, the pressures of the law, and 
the desire to accommodate the law in order 
to receive government monies - many 
graduate and professional schools today 
think Black is beautiful. So is Chicano. And 
Puerto Rican. And Native American.

In 1965 Teacher Corps was established by 


Congress to improve the educational § 


Opportunities of underprivileged children 
and to encourage colleges and universities 
to improve their programs of teacher 
education. 

Since that time, Indian and Non-Iindian 
interns have been working in projects on 
the Crow, Omaha, Sioux and 
Winnebag!ndian Feservations in Nebraska, 
Montana, and North and South Dakota. 

in 1968, Indian interns served on the 
Navajo and Hopei reservations while 
receiving professional training from 
Northern Arizona University. In each 
Teacher Corps project the University, the 
schools and the community must work 
together to plan and operate the program. 
Teacher Corps interns -- college graduates 
or undergraduates with at least two years 
of credits -- serve in teams under an 
experienced teacher, working about 60 
percent of their time in schools, 20 percent 
in community education and the remainder 
in academic study leading to a bachelor’s or 
master’s degree and to teacher certification. 

Each Indian program must be developed 
with the consent and cooperation of the 
tribe involved. Interns in such programs are 


instructed in tribal customs and heritage, 
and when necessary, in the tribal language.
